THE HABEAS CORPUS CASE. 


Judge Meek Hears Arguments to 
Support the Pilea to Release the 
Mexicans Detained in United States. 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 2 

PECOS (Tex.) March 23.—Judge 
Edward W. Meek of the United 
States District Court for Northern 
Texas opened today the habeas cor- 
pus hearing here for the release of 
5000 Mexican Federal prisoners held 
at Ft. Bliss, Tex., by the United 
States military. 

The judge granted the writ 
week at Dallas. 

The contention of the prisoners 18 
that the United States has no right 
to hold them under any international 


agreement or law. 

Under The Hague treaty, they as 
sert, a country has a right to hold 
military men fleeing from another 
country if they are engaged in an in- 
ternational war, but they assert that 
where the troops are only engaged in 
an internecine strife to put down a 
rebellion at home, there is no war- 
rant for holding them. 

The prisoners constituted the for- 
mer Huerta garrison at Ojinaga, 
Mex., and fied to Texas after a week's 
battle against Villa's rebels. They 
were made prisoners by United States 
troops and interned at Ft. Bites to 
await the close of the war in Mexico. 

Provisional President Huerta of 
Mexico refused to pay for their sub- 
sistence as the first step of his 
charge that they are illegally held. 

He followed it by engaging Ameri- 
can attorneys to bring the habeas 
corpus proceedings. A similar case 
was brought tn behalf of Huerta 
troops who fied from Naco, Sonora, 
and are now interned at Ft. Rose- 
crans, Cal. The United States courts 
in California decided against the 
prisoners and the case is on appeal 
to the United States Supreme Court. 

Arguments were concluded at noon 
and Judge Meek took the case under 
advisement. Attorneys for the pris- 
oners argued that the fourth, fifth and 
sixth amen@ments to the United 
States Constitution extended guard.

BROWNSVILLE (Tex.) March 23.

Volunteers patroled the streets to- 
day, having first received instructions 
from the commanders to deal 
promptly with any of their own men 
acting in a disorderly manner, and 
to give the police assistance in any 
such case. The city is quiet, but great 
interest wee displayed in the pariia- 
mentary statements by the crowds 
which gathered around the bulletin 
boards of the newspapers most of the 
night, awaiting details of the situa- 
tion in regard to the army. 

Sir Edward Carson, commenting 
upon the Parliament developments, 
said tonight: 

“Hour by hour I am becoming more 
impreseed with the 8s mes- 
sage of peace to Ulster.” 

Sir Edward today received a suf- 
fragette deputation and informed the 
women that he was unable to ask 
for any special treatment for the 
women of Ulster, as he had never ap- 
proved of the suffragettes’ movement.

Is the Keynote of It.

Army Officers Liable to Dis- 
missal, He Says. 


Opposition Finds an Amazing 
Case of Paltering. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 
LONDON, March 23.—‘Misunder- 
standing” was the Keynote of Pre- 


mier Asquith’s explanation today of el 


the cfisis brought about by the res- 
ignations of army officers when their 
regiments were ordered to prepare to 
proceed to Ulster. 

Speaking in the House of Commons, 
the Prime Minister made it clear, 
however, that officers and men of the 
Britin army refusing to obey orders 
in connection with the opposition of 
Ulster to the introduction of home 
rule for Ireland, were liable to dis- 
missal. 


Details of the revolt of the army 
officers against service in Ulster had 
been awaited with strained expecta- 
tions by the whole country. Only 
brief statements were forthcoming 
from the Secretary of War, and 
the Premier, and the gist of these 
Was that the affair was due to “mis- 
understanding” and that all the 
cers had now returned to their duty. 
As far as the Minister's statements 
can be interpreted, the “misunder- 
Standing arose through Gen. Sir Ar- 
thur Paget placing a wrong construc- 
tion on the orders given him by the 
war office, and telling his subordinates 
they were to be employed in quelling 
an uprising in Ulster. The number 
of officers who resigned their commis- 
sions, extent of the disaffection in 
the army and other details were not 
disclosed

Opposition politi- 
clans say thie means the collapse of 
the home rule project and express 
their belief that the gevernment may 
soon relinquish office by its own 
choice. 


ASQUITH SPEAKS. 

Premier Asquith rose to speak 
amid a great outburst of cheering. He 
sald after Mr. Law's speech it was 
necessary that the country should 
kno. at once the kind of issue that 
was going to be presented. He con- 
tinued: 

“The duties of the army in relation 
to civil power are simple and have 
never been contested. Any officer or 
private who refuses to obey an of- 
Acer is Mable to dismissal. 

“As far back as December, last 
year, general officers of the army 
were informed it might their 
duty to come to the assistance of the 
civil power and any officers domi- 
ciled in their area might be excused. 
If there had been an intention of an 
aggressive move toward Ulster this 
would have been the last step taken. 
The movement of troops is now con- 
eluded. 

“Sir Arthur Paget had emphatically 
denied that he ever used any such 
words as, ‘that this was the first step 
in a series of operations to conquer 


“These words were wrongly at- 
tributed to the commander-in-chief 
in Ireland. Gen. Paget never received 
from the war office any instructions 
justifying such a statement. It is an 
undoubtee fact that Gen. Hubert 
Gough and other officers concerned 
interpreted their instructions in a wid- 
er sense. 

“The army council is now satisfied 
that there has been a misunderstand- 
ing and the officers also are satis- 
fied. If the doctrine laid down by Mr. 
Law—that any officer refusing to 
serve is only doing his duty—is to be 
preached, the country is in the pres- 
ence of a new danger.” 

BRIEF AND VAGUB. 

The communication made by Col. 
Seely was brief and utterly vague. 
The gist of it was that some officers 
had informed Gen. Sir Arthur Paget, 
commander-in-chief in Ireland, that 
they could not serve in certain 
eventualities. There was, he said, a 
misunderstanding and. these officers 
had been ordered to rejoin their regi- 
ment. The movement of troops, he 
concluded, was solely in order to pro- 
tect the stores of government arms 
and @mmunition. 

Both Premier Asquith and Andrew 
Bonar Law, leader of the opposition, 

the widespread anxiety 
for an exhaustive debate on the sub- 
ject by agreeing to a motion for the 
adjournment of the House imme- 
Giately after the Secretary of War 
had spoken in order to discuss the 
Irish situation.

LAW ON THE SITUATION. 

Mr. Law read a letter stating that 
officers who would not fight against 
the Ulster men would be dismissed 
from the service. 

The action of the government in 
moving troops, Mr. Law declared, was 
foolish, as there was no new situation 
in Ulster on any threatened outbreak. 

The opposition leader read a letter 
in which Gen. Sir Arthur Paget had 
stated to the commanding officers of 
regiments that active operations were 
to begin against Ulster and that it 
was expected the country would be in 
a blaze by Saturday. The Irish com- 
mander-in-chief wrote that he was in 
close communication with the War 
Office and had received instructions 
from headquarters to notify his of- 
ficers that those of them domiciled in 
Ulster would be allowed to disappear 
and afterward be reinstated in their 
positions. They must, however, give 
their word of honor not to fight for 
Ulster.

Just before the doors opened 
Godfrey Schirmer, president of the in- 
stitution, declared it is in excellent 
condition, adding: “We will pay over 
money to the depositors as fast as 
requested and meet all demands.” 

The Denver Clearinghouse Associa- 
tion, through its president, issued a 
statement today, saying it was satis- 
fied with the company’s solvency and 
prepared to render such assistance as 
will enable it to meet any demands 
that may be made upon it. 

“The German-American Trust Com- 
pany is absolutely sound,” was the 
statement made at the office of the 
State Bank Examiner. 

A statement issued March 4 gave 
total deposits of $4,673,147.35 and re- 
sources, including cash, loans and 
aggregating 35,188, 
080.67. 

Godfrey Schirmer, president of the 
bank, stated just after the closing 
hour that approximately $300,000 had 
been paid out during the day. 

“Not a single checking account was 
closed,” Schirmer added. “The run 
was participated in only by patrons 
of the savings department. We have 
received the most loyal support from 
business men in Denver and through- 
out the State.” 

During the day the bank officers 
provided chairs for the women waiting 
in the long line of deposttors. Hun- 
dreds of sandwiches were distributed 
by the institution at the luncheon 
hour. 

Tonight President Schirmer issued 
the following statement: 

“We will be ready for our depoe- 
itors in the morning, as usual, either 
to cash their checks or to accept de- 
posits.

Secretary of Commerce Telle U. of 
C. Men the Nation Is Working Out 
a Social Revolution. 

[BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
BERKELEY, March 23.—The fifty- 
fourth anniversary of the founding of 
the University of California was cele- 
brated today. 

William C. Redfield, Secretary of 

spoke in the Greek Thea- 
ter “The Larger Outlook,” touch- 
ing on important questions now be- 
fore this country. He was introduced 
by President Benjamin Ide Wheeler 
of thé university. The Secretary will 
be the guest of honor late today at 
the annual charter-day reception to 
be given dy President and Mrs. 
Wheeler. 

This country has not known that 
it fs working out a revolution, Secre- 
tary Redfield told the undergraduates. 

“The truth is,” said the Secretary, 
“that a new social bill of rights is be- 
ing practically worked out in our 
land; here a little, there a little; line 
upon Une in this place; precept upon 
precept in another. 

“Men have not known that they are 
working out a revolution. Many who 
have had part in the movement have 
not thought of what they did or what 
others were doing as aught but an 
individual thing. Many are not con- 
scious how far the current has run 
in other places, If, however, we were 


speedily become conscious how far it 
had run in the interval. Indeed, the 
programme of one of our political 
parties takes shrewd advantage of this 
social consciousness and bases its plea 
for power on the working out by law 
of social reform. 

“The impulse of this mighty force 
is felt in our political debates and is 
r in party platforms, One 
may scarcely take up the morning 
paper or read his monthly magazine 
without seeing, if he has vision, the 
daily strides this movement makes. 

“It is the power that condemns 
monopoly. It and no other is the 
force that demands the removal of 
privilege. It is that which the 
creature of the State may and shall 
be regulated by the State.”

“BOY PATRIOTS.” 


DR. WILDER SAYS THEY MAY 
DEVELOP REAL POWER.

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, March 23.-——Interest- 
ing observations on conditions in 
China and a criticism of President 
Tuan Shi Kal, were made by Dr. 
Amos P. Wilder, for eight years 
American Consul at Shanghai and 
Hongkong, who arrived here today 
on the Pacific Mail liner Korea. Dr. 
Wilder has retired from the diplomat- 
fe service and will make his home 
with his family in Berkeley. 

According to Dr. Wilder, who is 
considered an authority on oriental 
affairs. Yuan Shi Kai is unfitted by 
training and traditions to lead a for- 
ward economic movement in the new 
republic. 

“Although Yuan has been holding 
things together very well, he is not 
the man for the position. said Dr. 
Wilder. “There are several reasons 
for thise—namely, he is no longer 
young; he has never been abroad, and 
his favorite subordinates are man- 
daring of the old dynasty, who do not 
believe in innovations. Yuan is a use- 
ful bridge to tide over the crisis, and 
he is doing the best he knows how, 
but there can, in my mind, be no 
reorganization of a constabulary in 
every province, no municipal govern- 


ment worthy the name, no local sani- 
tation and public works and scientific, 


; just taxation, until the old, inefficient 


and unscrupulous crowd of Chinese 
officials die off, or otherwise leave 
the stage. 

“*Young China’ has a lot of well- 
meaning, foreign-educated youths in 
preparation, but they have been 
somewhat disappointing up to this 
time through their lack of modera- 
tion. In spite of this, however, it is 
not unreasonable to expect that with- 
in a short time, from among these 
much-ridiculed ‘boy patriots’ there 
will develop individuals of executive 
quality and real power.

ARKET STRONG | 
DESPITE SURPLUS 


In the face of a very strong market 
for low-gravity ofl during the past 
three or four months, a surplus of 
nearly 1,500,000 barrels has gc- 
cumulated. Under ordinary condi- 
tions this would seriously affect the 
fuel market, but the surplus is due to 
the over-production of light and not 
heavy oil. 

For the first two months of this year 
there was very little increase in the 
foreign re refined products, as 
compared with the same period last 
year. Meanwhile, however, fuel ex- 
ports gained nearly 60 per cent. Al- 
though the export trade represents 
only a comparatively , small part of 
actual consumption, it is nevertheless 
a fair index of conditions. On this 
Coast the demand for refined prod- 
uctse—and by this is meant particular- 
ly, gasoline and distillates—is being 
supplied from more sources, so that 
the market is no more than steady. 

Refineries therefore have not been 
increasing their product in line with 
the increase in the light oll produc- 
tion of the State. The Standard is 
holding back its new wells waiting 
until the need for light oil increases, 
but has been aggressively in the mar- 
ket for heavy oil. 

It is becoming steadily more evi- 
dent that the marketing companies 
will have to open up some new fields 
for the disposal of refined products 
in the near future, unless they are 
to pay a premium for heavy oil. They 
may, of course, store refined products, 
but not advantageously. 

The situation in regard to refined 
and fuel oll is practically the reverse 
of what it was a year or so ago. At 
that time light ofl was in such active 
demand and heavy oll so much of 6 
drug on the market that the - 
ard refused to accept the latter.

yard, will outstrip the Oklahoma in 
tonnage, displacement, length or the 
power of her great guns. 

The length of the new giant sea 
fighter is 583 feet, and her displace- 
ment will be 27,600 tons, or 500 tons 
greater than the largest American 
fighting ship now afloat. 

In both armament and armor the 
Oklahoma will be far ahead of pres- 
ent American ships.

of the job. 

Rose, however, has ideas of his 
own, that smack of safeguards 
against any follower being placed in 
the terrible position of accepting a 
job. He has made a rule that no 
man of his can accept work at less 
than a certain scale of pay, the basis 
of which is $3 a day for common, un- 
skilled labor. 


STEEL FROM POLICE. 


The brazen effrontery manifested 
by the loafers, which has grown day 
by day while the police have re- 
tained the hands-off attitude, ap- 
proached a climax yesterday, when a 
contingent from the camp appro- 
priated some lumber belonging to the 
East Side police station. An officer 
was sent to investigate and bring the 
lumber back if he found it police 
property. It is now a part of the 
fixtures and fuel of the camp, re- 
tained on the ground that it was 
“driftwood.” 

The Chief yesterday declared that 
he will hold the army to its agree- 
ment to vacate in ten days from last 
Friday, when they were allotted the 
camping place near the East Side 


Station. 

Rose, on the other hand, states 
that he is confident the Chief will 
give him more time and that nothing 
will be done to oust him when the 
days of grace are up. 

Rewards of mendicancy, that are 
now apparent about the camp in the 
river bed, will hereafter be collected, 
Rose and his leaders say, with a 
horse and wagon. “Capt.” Kelly was 
absent yesterday, reported to be in 
Whittier, where he would secure the 
vehicle to haul the fruits of begging. 

Meantime, the camp is itself evi- 
dence that collectors of charity have 
not been idle. Cooking utensils have

Indorsement of the attitude 
of the City Council toward the 
“Unemployed Army” was ten- 
Gered yesterday by Dr. Je P.

Nearly Seven Thousand Ask 
Norton s Recall.

A petition signed by 6800 voters, 
representing the Second Supervisor 
District, asking for the recall of Su- 
pervisor Richard H. Norton and the 
election of a successor, was filed yes- 
terday with Registrar McAleer.

The allegations set forth in the pe- 
tition upon which the demand for the 
recall of Norton is based are severe. 
The main fault is that the Supervisor 
is wholly incompetent to perform the 
duties of his office. It is alleged 
further that Norton has refused to 
vote for certain measures necessary 
to the construction and maintenance 
of good roads in the county and that 
his refusal was not based on his judg- 
ment as to the merits of the iasue, 
but solely to have control of the judg- 
ment,of the other members of the 


boa in other matters. 
SPEAKS FOR OTHERS. 
In concluding the petition the 


voters attribute Norton's stand to 
prejudice or that he carries out the 
advice of others who are not respon- 
sible to the people. Charges of men- 
tal deficiency, .faulty memory, erratic 
judgement and arbitrariness are also 
included against Norton. 

For the past three months the pe- 
tition has been handed from one to 
another in the district in question 
and while signatures numbering close 
to 7000 have deen filed, Attorney 
Carle still retains more than a thous- 
and others which he will produce it 
necessary. The number, however, is 
sufficient, the requirements being 
4415 voters in such «ction. 

The next order of >rocess will be 
to check the signatures to determine 
if they are of genuine voters of the 


district, after which a vote for recall 


will follow and in the event of a vic- 

tory for the petitioners a special elec- 

tion will be held to put in office a suc- 

cessor of the recalled Supervisor.

It was none of our affair that Ben- 
gon should play once a year at the 
festival of an English saint in the 
one endowed theater in all of Great 
Britain's nightless domain. Just as 
little did we care about the fact that 
this man Benson has lived for thirty- 
two years for the one dream of play- 
ing Shakespeare in the village of his 
birth, his education and his earliest 
efforts in that art which was to set 
a mark at such a height and breadth 
and depth that it should seem the 
end of art, beyond all human con- 
fines.

written his deathless words. 

After all, what constitutes a star? 
Is it so much ability, so many columns 
of advertising, headlines, press notices 
or social fetes? Is it the luck of the 
right sensation of glory or of shame 
the fortune of an “angel” or the 
hard-wrung applause after the long 
struggle? These people have nothing 
to do with any of this. 

ALL GOOD. 

In all the cast there is not one 
name greatly famed or defamed, vet 
they know their Shakespeare and not 
one of them, I think, fails the mate- 
rial of the true artist. It would be 
impossible, perhaps, to speak of them 
as individuals. They are like the per- 
fect baseball team, the invincible regi- 
ment, the well-organized business con- 
cern of | e ramifications, they con- 
stitute a playing machine with no 
fear of a test at any point in its 
mechanism. 

I am tempted to say that the least 
part is taken with the evenness and 
strength of the greatest and I am per- 
tectly satisfied to trust almost any 
actor in the company in almost any 
part in any of the future plays.

\FFICERS ARE 
NOT IN ACCORD. 


DISAGREE AS TO CAUSE OF 
DEATH OF UNKNOWN. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 
SANTA MONICA, March 23.-—The 
badly decomposed body of a middle- 
aged man lies at the morgue of 
Bresee Bros. & Todd awaiting iden- 
tification. It was first discovered in 
a little canyon several miles north of 


here by Colamo Noreme. who was 
rabbit hunting.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 23.— 
Past differences which are said to 
have existed between representatives 
of the Anti-Saloon League of Califor- 
nia and the California Dry Federa- 
tion were buried today at a joint 
meeting of members of the two or- 
ganizations, when it was decided to 
place before the voters next November 
an initiative petition which would 
prohibit the sale, manufacture or 
transportation of liquors after Feb- 
ruary 15, 1915. The petition will be 
supplementary to the measure that 
has been assured of a place on the 
November ballot. 

The newest petition came up today 
in the form of a compromise in that 
ft allowed liquor manufacturers time 
to dispose of their interests, whereas 
the original petition was designed to 
become effective within five days after 
its adeption at the IIS. 

The Southern California members 
of the “dry” forces had previously de- 
clared themselves as unalterably op- 
to any change in the reading 
of their petition, which would put 
California in the list of prohibition 
States. The Northern and Central 
California factions agreed that the 
present time was not advantageous for 
a State-wide vote on prohibition. Mat- 
ters remained in this condition until 
today, when the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Anti-Saloon League from 
Northern and Central California met 
and determined unanimously for a 
“dry” State, but not until February, 
1915. . 

Following this action, Dr. A. C.

loon League, said that the prohibition 

forces were now united and would 
work hand-in-hand for the passage of 
the amendment.
